At the inquest, which was held 


Tuesday, it was found that Mrs. Ca- 
pron suffered a broken shoulder, a 
broken pelvic bone, broken ribs, a 
punctured lung, and'that-her limbs 
below the knees were badly man- 


• gled. She was taken to the Seaside 


hospital in Long Beach, where she 
died within an hour. 


Mrs. Messer has been lying in a 


critical condition at the Seaside hos- 
pital since Sunday, having suffered 
a fractured skull, a broken shoulder, 
and other minor injuries. At late re- 
port there was a slight improvement.

, A fatal accident occured at 12:30

Cienega streets. The children's bus, 
the property of the Baptist church 
of San Dimas, was

nue when its rear wheel was 
shattered, causing the upset of me 
bus, which probably threw May 
Greer entirely clear of the bus but 
fracturing her skull. She was rush- 
ed to the Covina hospital by the 
Christiansen and Moore ambulance, 
but died a few minutes later. Dr. S.

truck, George E. Motter of Section 
Center, was going west on Juanita, 
and because of the' obstruction 6i 
view at the. intersection failed ;to 
clear the bus in time. 


Luckily the frame of the chil- 


drens* vehicle held up as "the car 
turned over, saving the lives of the 
others. They suffered only slight in- 
juries and effects of the scare, ac- 
cording to reports.

Covina valley local telephone calls 


number about 20,000 every day, ac- 
cording to F. H. Wright Approxi- 
mately 1000 outgoing long distance 
calls are completed, and in addition 
to this 1200 incoming long distance 
messages. The average number of 
calls per phone per day, with these 
figures as a basis, is six. By Covina 
valley is meant the district including 
Baldwin Park, Puente, Glendora, 
Azusa, and Covina. 


There are about S600 installations 


in the valley territory. The busiest 
period of the day and night is from 
8:00. to 10:30 in the morning. After 
that, the lines are comparatively 
quiet until the 1:00 to 2:00 hour in 
the afternoon. And again from 5:00 
to 7:30 in the evening operators note 
a larger number of calls. 


Transcontinental calls are sent and 


received every day of the year thru 
the Covina exchange. At present 
there are thirty girls working on 
switchboards in the local office. An- 
other increase in number of installa- 
tions is expected in September, af- 
ter vacation days are over and when 
business starts again in full form. 


Looking into national and inter- 


national statistics concerning tele- 
phone connection, we find the Unit- 
ed States with 59 per cent of the 
world's 32,712,284 instruments. There 
are sixteen telephones for every one 
hundred persons of our population. 
Canada, with thirteen per hundred, 
is the only other country even ap- 
proximating this record. Germany, 
second to the United States in total 
number, has but four instruments 
per hundred. New York city has 
nearly as many telephones as Great 
Britain. San Francisco leads the 
world in telephone density,- with one 
instrument for every three persons. 


As soon as the necessary cables 


arrive in Covina, which were order- 
ed some time ago by telephone offi- 
cials, work will begin on the lower- 
ing of lines and poles along Citrus 
avenue between School street on the 
south and Cypress on the north. The 
placing of wires underground is ex- 
pected to greatly improve the ap- 
pearance of North Citrus.

Covina Eucalypus Tree 


Nears Fifty-Year Mark 


By NELSON PAUL 


Of all the trees of foreign origin 


that help make Covina valley so at- 
tractive, the eucalyptus undoubtedly 
stands first. Some of the oldest trees 
in the state are to be seen against 
the local landscape, reaching one 
hundred to two hundred feet into 
the air. A few of the species have 
been known to attain the great 
height of three hundred feet, princi- 
pally in Australia, where great for- 
ests abound. 


Possibly 
the oldest eucalyptus 


tree in this vicinity is the lone speci- 
men on the corner of Second and 
Puente streets. It is the sole sur- 
vivor of a group planted in 1885 
around the old Amon ranch, and is 
now forty-five years old. Two other 
long rows of eucalyptus not quite 
as ancient as the first-mentioned are 
located on Cypress just west of Cit- 
rus avenue, and on Citrus just south 
of Foothill boulevard. These two 
groups date back to 1886-1887, about 
forty-three years ago. Uncle Tom 
Griswold put them out on his Cy- 
press avenue ranch to act as wind- 
breaks and beautifiers; and the 
Slausons planted the other row on 
north Citrus, now bordering the 
Azusa Foothill company property in 
which descendants of the original 
Slauson family have'an interest, also 
to cut the wind and improve the 
landscape. 


Another beautiful lane of eucalyp- 


tus, probably more widely noticed 
because of its location in the center 


of the street, is on Rowland .avenue 
between Citrus and Lark Ellen. R 
G. Prether of Rowland avenue as- 
rfs^d in putting out these young 
trees in 1890, forty years ago. The 
palms planted between the eucalyp- 
tus trees in this drive, altho set out 
at the same time, are not one-sixth 
as tall as the eucalyptus, due to 
normal rate of growth of the two 
types. 
It is because. of the eucalyptus' 
marvelous rate of growth that they 
are desirable as decorative trees. 
A foot or more a month is not un- 
usual if they are cared for. And 
with over seventy-five of the total 
two hundred-odd varieties grown in 
California, there is no wonder that 
they are everywhere admired. 


The eucalyptus entrance into Cal- 


ifornia dates from the early 1850's. 
The first plants' in the state were 
raised from seeds brot into San 
Francisco, presumably from Austra- 
lia, where they are most -common. 
By the time of the Civil war, euca- 
lyptus trees were to be found in 
many parts of California. 


Long before the middle of the 


eighteenth century the tree had been 
known but unnamed. It was not un- 
til 1786 that a French botanist, after 
studying its habits closely, noted _ the 
pecular concealment of the flower 
within the calix, shut up as within 
a box with the lid fast down, and 
first called them eucalyptus, a Latin- 
ized Greek word for "well hidden." 


Orange Growers Receive 


Better Prices This Year 


Receipts of $253,000 have come into 


the Covina district this- season for 
citrus fruits shipped by the Golden 
Orange Groves, it was announced 
recently by O. D. Brouse, manager 
of the local Mtitual Orange Distrib- 
utors' house. This represents, ,he 
said, more money received for about 
sixty per cent as much fruit as was 
shipped during the same period of 
last year. 


Navel shipments from the local M. 


O. D. house this year brot net re- 
ceipts of $153,694.97, and valencias 
up to August 1st have netted $100,- 
610.85. Valencias have been bring- 
ing exceptionally good prices with 
prospects of the continuance of these 
returns for the fruit to be shipped in 
the rest of the season. Navels topped 
the market.,in a number of instances. 


The quality of both navels and val- 
encias has been consistently high 
'this year. 


Commenting on the navel crop 


maturing on the trees, Brouse be- 
lieves that it will equal the bumper 
crop of the 1929 season, with a much 
better run of sizes than in that year. 


With the continuance of normal 


conditions thru the navel season, he 
added, the crop should_ be a bumper 
one for the Covina district In the 
1928-1929 season southern California 
navels averaged forty-five per cent 
250*s and smaller. The prospects are 
that the present maturing crop will 
not meet this handicap, but will 
have more desirable sizes , in the 
markets. The set, this year, is heav- 
ier than it has been for at least 
seventeen 


Use of Domestic 


Water for July 


Shows Increase 


Users of Covina city water, exclu- 


sive of all irrigation supplies fur- 
nished by private companies in the 
valley, consumed in the process of 
drinking, washing, -watering lawns, 
etc., a total of 2,892,000 cubic feet 
during the month of July, it was 
estimated by Harry Snodgrass Mon- 
day. 


.Last month's consumption showed 


a gain in use of over 800,000 cubic 
feet of water over "June. With 1236 
meters in operation in the Covina 
district, including 315 outside of the 
city limits, the amount used in July 
represented an average of 25,020 for 
every meter, or 208 gallons $er day 
per person. This quantity seems ex- 
cessively high, but is greatly reduc- 
ed during the winter and spring 
seasons, when not nearly as much 
water is used. 


Two wells supplying Covina with 


its water are located in the city 
park (No. 1) and on Grand between 
Covina boulevard and Cypress (No. 
2). The park well has a 16-inch 
casing and is at present holding 238 
feet of water; the Grand. avenue 
well has a twenty-inch casing and 
the water level is now at 302 feet 
These levels are low, due to the dry 
season of the year, and will continue 
to drop until late in the fall. Last 
year there was no appreciable raise 
in the level at all in the winter be- 
cause of the lack of rain. Two years 
ago the level raised eighteen feet 
over the summer lows. 


The reservoir on East Cypress 


holding city water has a million and 
3, half gallon capacity, and is kept 
practically full at all times. This is 
enough water to keep Covina citi- 
zens for two days.

"Covina" Sign to 
be Installed at El 


Monte Junction 


Definite plans for the placing of a 


neon sign, advertising the city of 
Covina, at the intersection of El 
Monte and Valley boulevards in El 
Monte, are going forward since a 
special meeting of the chamber of 
commerce in Covina one day last 
week. Nine directors who gathered 
to discuss the matter appointed a 
committee of Herbert Milliken, Roy 
Hanna and George Aschenbrenner, 
who were to investigate the cost and 
location of the site and to interview 
the Baldwin Park chamber about co- 
operation in placing the sign. 


It is believed that Baldwin Park 


and Covina will not go together in 
erection of the sign, but probably 
will- place signs separately. Baldwin 
Park has already secured permission 
for location on the El Monte-Valley 
boulevard site, and the Covina com- 
mittee plans to secure this permit in 
the next few days. This city's sign 
will be approximately eight inches 
by two feet, according to Ascheiv 
brenner. It will be visible from 
three sides. 


F. H. Mallory of the Baldwin "Park 


bank and introducer of the neon idea 
in Baldwin Park, decided upon the 
suggestion after motoring to San 
Francisco recently. The helpfulness 
of the neon illumination in the bay 
city district was outstanding, Mal- 
lory said. 


Covina may also purchase another 


sign for the North Citrus avenue" en- 
trance to the city where the new 
Foothill boulevard road runs into 
Citrus three miles to the north.' 


Neon tube advertising displays 


have become very popular in the 
last few years among merchants and 
city officials over the entire country. 
They are a development of a gaseous 
conductor tube idea employing neon 
gas, dating back to no earlier than 
1911. By using a high voltage in 
tubes fitted with electrodes and con- 
taining noen gas, the electrical dis- 
charge thru the gas causes an in- 
tensely brilliant luminous glow. 


The natural color is a peculiar 


reddish-orange, but by addition of 
slight amounts of mercury a light 
blue is obtained. Also by addition of 
other gas.es in conjunction with neon 
or by using colored glass for tubing 
other colors are obtained. Neon 
signs are economical in use of elec- 
tric current, and have a greater 
power of penetrating fog. Some 
claim the extra penetration is caused 
by an additional candlepower for 
piercing fog; others that the candle- 
power is no greater but that the eye 
is simply more sensitive to its parti- 
cular color of red rays. The color of 
original neon light is so different 
from anything else in the way of il- 
lumination that it forces attention.

category of human ailments than this. 


It may mean a most serious process starting up; the 


physician knows this—the patient may not. Given a.woman 
and a child, both suffering from pain in the same locality; 
the cause of distress in each may be far from similar, and 
demand entirely different treatment. The day of hit-or-miss 
medication has "one. 


The sufferer with abdominal pain, acute or chronic, should 


consult the family physician the very first thing; take no 
medicine whatever until he advises it. • Many a life has been 
lost by the delay caused by trying out really strong medicines 
that are "purely vegetable," and are in the family medicine 
chest. Some of these contain strong portions of aloes, poclo- 
phyllin, belladonna, and the like—that should never be taken 
without a capable physician's advice. 


The day of strong purgation to "stir up the liver" is a 


thing of the past. The medicine that literally tears through 
an errant digestive tract may get results—but may set up 
trouble that it will cost many dollars and anxiety to relieve. 


There are a few medicines that are known to be harmless; 


but more harm can be done by taking a chance shot at an 
abdominal pain from the family medicine chest, than in any 
other condition that I recall at this time. We used to drink 
castor oil and turpentine for most everything; but, in these 
days of appendicitis and Bright's disease, such procedures are 
dangerously absurd.

EPIC STORY SIMPLY TOLD 
OF GOVERNOR'S RISE TO 
HEAD OF GOLDEN STATE 


rpHERE is quaint humor, a touch of pathos, much sound 
_*• wisdom and philosophy to be found in Governor C. C. 
Youngs own statement of his rise in public life. 
Cheerful 


poverty, hard work in the fields, long days behind the master's 
desk in country schools, leading to the legislative halls of 
Sacramento, and twenty years of aiding in the legislation for a 
great and growing commonwealth. It reads like an epic of the 
w^st, a human document, revealing the man whom thousands 
call friend because of his wise and humanitarian leadership. 
In a talk recently, the governor said: 


FROM GRANITE STATE 


"I am not a native Californian, although pretty nearly so— 


about 59/60ths native I should say, for my parents brought me 
to California when I was just one year old. We came from 
northern New Hampshire, where my father's people have lived 
for over 200 years, and where my great-grandfather enlisted in 
the Revolutionary war as a drummer boy in a company com- 
manded by the father of Daniel Webster. 


"My father, mother and I arrived on one of the first trains 


that ever crossed the continent. This was in 1870, when the 
population of California was less than one-tenth of the popula- 
tion today—when the population of Southern California, by the 
way, was only about one-one hundredth of today's population. 
I have accordingly s"een the state grow from almost its very 
beginning, and perhaps that is one of the reasons I am so proud 
to serve it now to the best of my ability. 


FATHER A FARMER 


"My father was a poor man—a farmer—and when we ar- 


rived in .northern Sacramento Valley, he went upon the farm 
of a friend of his younger days—the only man he knew west 
of the Rocky Mountains. After a year's employment with this 
friend, my father purchased a little farm of his own, then rent- 
ed a larger farm, and my boyhood days were spent in the 
midst of the wheat-fields of Butte county, four miles from even 
the smallest town. Aside from grain, my father raised all the 
other produce which kept a farmer of those days busy—hogs 
which furnished us most of our meat, a few cows, chickens, 
turkeys for the Thanksgiving and Christmas markets; occa- 
sionally a few vegetables, which my mother would sell at the 
store in town, together with the eggs and home-made butter, 
which might help pay the way for a family on a California farm. 


EARLY SCHOOL DAYS 


"My sister and I attended the little three-room school in 


town, riding in, I remember, behind a very lazy and very fat 
oldJiorse, in a smaU blue cart which my father himself had put 
together from a couple of wheels acd snaffcThe had taken from 
one of the farm wagons, and a springless box of a body of his 
own construction. 
Sometimes the weather was so bad or the 


mud was so deep on our unpaved roads that we could not go 
in to school; and then our mother would teach us, for she had 
been a New England country school teacher before she was 
married, as was also her father and all of his family. 


"Thus I spent my early years as a very ordinary but very 


happy farmer's boy. It was just the kind of boyhood which was 
good for me—a little light work on the farm, a healthy outdoor 
life, companionship of neighbor farmer boys, and simple, regular 
habits, which I imagine may account somewhat for my very 
good health today! 


EPIC STORY 


"When I was twelve or thirteen years of age, my mother 


began to worry because I was getting nearly ready for high 
school, and, so far as I know, there were no high schools in 
the county where we lived. The upshot of it all was a removal 
to San Jose and later to Santa Rosa, where my sister and I 
finished our high school courses. As I look back upon it, I am 
afraid I was a rather lazy boy in school, although by my senior 
year I had begun to take up subjects in which I felt a real 
interest. 


"When I finally finished school I remember I worked for a 


time in a grocery store, and then spent six months in what was 
called a private normal school, preparing to take the teachers' 
examination, which would enable me, like my mother before me 
and her father before her, to become a country school teacher, 
after I reached the required age of eighteen. I passed my ex- 
aminations, gained my teacher's certificate, and after searching 
over most of Sonoma county, finally found a little school way 
up in the mountains, where I entered the educational field on 
a princely salary of fifty dollars a month, 


ENTERS COLLEGE 


"After this first term of school my father died, and at family 


conferences it was determined that I should prepare to take the 
examinations for entrance to the University of California at 
Berkeley. This was before the days of accredited high schools, 
and most of us who entered the university arrived there by the 
examination route. I remember that while in college I took a 
rather active part in the university Y. M. C. A., having, with two 
or three other classmates, united with the church while we 
were still in high school. 
"In order to help pay my college expenses I taught in various 


country schools during the long summer vacations, and when 
I finally graduated it was taken for granted that I should follow 
the traditions of my mother's family by engaging in school work. 
I first secured a position as vice-principal in the high school of 
Santa Rosa, where my mother lived; but some six months later 
was offered a position in San Francisco in what was then called 
the Boys' high school—later the Lowell high school. 


I commenced with a salary of $100 a month, which years 


later, after I had been made head of a department, rose to 
$165—the highest I ever received in school work, although I 
taught'in high school over fourteen years. 


VALUED EXPERIENCE 


"I have never been sorry that I had this experience as a 


teacher, for it has given me an understanding of educational 
problems which has been a tremendous value to me ever since 
I first entered the legislature nearly.22 years ago. Our public 
school system is not only the most expensive of all governmental 
activities, but it is also the most important when we consider 
that it means the training of the boys and girls who are to be 
our future citizens. California is very generous toward her 
worlc of public education, and has gained the distinction of 
having what are recognized as better schools than any other 
state of the Union, and it is exceedingly important that we make 
no mistakes in building up an educational system which shall

TREND CHANGES 


'In 1906 came the fire in San Francisco, and it so happened 


hat I found my whole course of life changed by that event. 
' might still be in the school business, but for the fact that I was 
turned out of it; since the schools closed after the fire in April, 
nd with my time on my hands I went into the office of a friend 
n Berkeley who was engaged in the development and sale of 
uburban real estate. This work of laying out and beautifying 
new residential subdivisions was very attractive to me, and 
finding an opportunity to acquire an interest in the firm, I 
hanged almost over night from a career as teacher to one of 
business. 


"Meanwhile, I began to take an interest in civic affairs, an 


activity which I had not been able to carry on as much as I 
hould have liked while engaged in my work as teacher. I had 
always been a Republican, as had my father before me, and was 
able during my first two years in business to give some help 
n building up the Republican organization in my city of 
Berkeley. 


"Possibly mvrecognition of this, in 1903 some of my Republi- 


can friends came to me and asked me if they might present my 
name before their approaching convention as a candidate for 
he Assembly. Thus I was nominated to the State Legislature 
at one of the last party conventions ever held in California, 
since they were supplanted within the next two years by the 
direct primary. 


END OF GAMBLERS 


"When I went to the Legislature I had no thought whatever 


of serving more than a single term. I had always been curious 
to see how our laws are made, and I welcomed the experience 
which a legislative session would give. 


"I found a great deal during that session which interested me 


more than I had anticipated. This was the year in which we 
did away with race-track gambling, which at the time was 
doing so much harm in California. 


"This was also the year when the dry movement began, 


through the introduction of a local option bill; and both from 
personal choice and as a representative from Berkeley, one of 
the dryest cities in the state, I early took a position on this 
question to which I have ever since adhered. Finally, it was a 
year in which there was one of the early attempts of enacting a 
woman's suffrage amendment, and I remember that, as a fresh- 
nan assemblyman, one of my first legislative activities was to 
ielp in this movement. 


POLITICAL VICTORY 


"After I had served this first session I was preparing to leave 


the legislature as I had originally intended. However, another 
Berkeley citizen served notice that he proposed to make me 
leave, through the simple process of defeating me at the next 
election. This, I suppose, aroused my fighting instincts, and, 
entering the contest, I had the good fortune to come out vic- 
torious. 


"By this time it seemed that I had acquired the habit, for I 


continued to become a candidate m succeeding elections, until I 
had served in the Assembly five sessions, or ten years in all. 


"At the beginning of my third session there was a very hot 


contest to see who should become speaker, a presiding officer of 
the assembly. It happened that three of my closest political 
friends were all striving for the position—which is secured by 
the votes of the other members of the house. 


"It soon transpired that a deadlock had arisen which ap- 


parently could not be broken, and at two o'clock in the morning 
just preceding the first day of the session, I was awakened by a 
visit from my three friends, who came in to tell me that in- 
asmuch as it was evident that no one of them could secure the 
needed majority, they had all agreed to withdraw in my favor, 
thus handing over to me the speakership. 


"'I have often thought how future events are shaped in a 


way over which we seemingly have no control. There were 
many in the assembly who would have made a splendid speaker, 
and if the choice had fallen upon one of them instead of my- 
self I should probably have ended my legislative work with 
that session. However, the fates decided otherwise, and I found 
I enjoyed the work of the speakership so much that I came 
back two more sessions and was chosen speaker each time, thus 
serving in that office three sessions, or six years in all. 


DRY FIGHT BEGINS' 


"In 1918 the prohibition amendment had just passed in 


congress and the united dry forces of the state came to me and 
asked me to serve as the Republican candidate for lieutenant- 
governor, or presiding officer of the senate, in order to help se- 
cure the ratification of the amendment in the legislature. 


"This was my first state-wide contest for a Republican nom- 


ination. My second came four years later when I was elected 
lieutenant-governor a second time, thus giving me eight years 
experience in that office. 


"My third contest in a statewide office was four years ago, 


when the voters of the state were good enough to give me the 
opportunity of entering upon the intensely interesting work in 
which I am now engaged. 


"For this past three years and a half I have been privileged 


to serve you as governor. I entered upon the duties of that 
office not altogether ignorant of state affairs, for, as I have 
already said, it had been my good fortune to have a previous 
legislative training of eighteen years, six years of which period 
I had been speaker, or presiding officer of the state assembly, 
and eight years lieutenant-governor, or presiding officer of the 
state senate. 


"This legislative experience had been gained under the ad- 


ministrations of four former governors, and it would have been 
strange indeed if these contacts had not given me a rather ac- 
curate conception of the duties and responsibilities of a govern- 
or's office. 


NOT PERSONAL GLORY 


"In the first place I learned very clearly that the office did 


not exist for the advertising or glorification of personal ad- 
vantage of the governor himself. I learned that state govern- 
ment is above all else a great and tremendously important busi- 
ness; that the only justification for that business is the service 
it can render its stockholders; that these stockholders are the 
citizens of the state, whose right it is to determine whether the 
affairs of their business are being properly managed and in 
their interest. 


"I learned that a governor is after all only the business 


manager of that great corporation known as California common- 
wealth; that his one duty is to see that the affairs of .this cor- 
poration, like any successful corporation, shall be conducted 
solely for the benefit of its stockholders, who are, as I have just 
said, all the people of the state of California. 


"I learned also that the principles underlying a successful 


management of the state's business were exactly the same prin- 
ciples which I or any other business executive must apply to 
the management of any private business entrusted to our care.

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Happy Days— 


This is the season of the year when the small boy gets 


the most out of life. 


Adolescent juveniles of today may go in for golf and 


tennis, for motoring and more or less decorus bathing 
parties in more or less modest costumes, but the small boy 
who hasn't yet any "teen" in his age gets his summer fun 
in just about the way we did, and our fathers and grand- 
fathers before us. 


At least, if he doesn't, he's missing something of real 


value in his life and education. 


It is one thing for a boy to go to a carefully-supervised 


summer camp or to study scientific woodcraft under the 
tutelage of a scoutmaster. It is quite another thing for 
him to roam around the woods and pastures barefooted, 
accumulating sunburn and stonebruises and an immense 
amount of lore about the habits of mud-turtles and garter- 
snakes. Game laws mean nothing in his young life. He 
can get more of a thrill fishing for bullheads and sunfish 
in the old millpond than your fancy sportsman with his 
split bamboo rod and hand-tied flies ever experiences. 


And when it comes to bathing, all the beaches in the 


world can't compare with the old swimmin' hole, where 
you never had to bother with a bathing suit, where girls 
were strictly banned, and where you didn't need a spring 
board to dive from. No man has ever truly lived who has 
not experienced the sensation of a "belly-flop" that pretty 
nearly knocked the wind out of him! 


We do not learn about the world we live in thru eyes 


and ears alone. We learn thru our hands and our feet, the 
feel of sun and wind and rain on our bare bodies, the 
squash of mud between our toes, the heft of a hickory limb 
compared with a willow branch. Only such intimate con- 
tacts with nature can establish a background against which 
life can be viewed in later years in its true perspective. 


Do boys still whittle whistles out of young willow 


shoots? You hammer the bark gently with the handle of 
your Barlow knife—only it's your Boy Scout knife in these 
days—and the bark peels off in a perfect cylinder which 
only needs to have the wood whittled to the proper shape 
and reinserted, to make a whistle to which any good dog 
will respond. We had almost forgotten the dog. He is 
needed to make the picture complete. 


A boy, a dog, a jackknife, in the country in the summer 


—that is the combination which provides the only perfect 
happiness most of us ever had or will have. 


The Cost of Electricity— 


Ambassador Sackett, representing the United States in 


Germany, started something when he told the World 
Power conference, just held at Berlin, that the average 
cost of electric current to the consumer is fifteen times the 
cost of producing it. 


Samuel Insull, the Chicago electric power magnate, 


tried to get Mr. Sackett to leave out that statement. On 
Mr. Sackett's refusal, Mr. Insull indignantly departed from 
the conference. All of which added to the publicity of 
Mr. Sackett's statement, and made it a subject of discus- 
sion everywhere. 


Technically, Mr. Sackett is probably right. The cheap- 


est domestic electric current supplied anywhere in Amer- 
ica, we believe, is in Los Angeles, where consumers pay 
around four cents a kilowatt hour. But the actual cost of 
producing the current—the operating cost of the generat- 
ing station—is something less than one-fifteenth of that. 
The same is true almost everywhere else. 


On the other hand, the power people say, there are 


many elements of cost which Mr. Sackett did not take into 
account. The cost of distributing current, building, main- 
taining and operating poles and wires and the necessary 
transformers, etc., is undoubtedly several times the cost 
of the generated current "at the bus-bar," as electrical 
engineers put it. That is true of most commodities. Few 
manufactured articles sell for less than four times the 
bare cost of manufacture; the rest of the retail price is the 
cost of selling and distributing the product. That has al- 
ways been and always will be. 


The important question is not whether the customer 


for electric power pays fifteen times the generating cost 
for his current, but whether that is a fair charge. Mr. 
Sackett apparently thinks it is too high. In view the enor- 
mous profit made by some of the great electric power 
combinations, and the prices at which their water stock 
is held, most people will agree with him. 


As the New York Times puts it, "There is always drama 


in the 'spread' between the price which the farmer re- 
ceives for a head of lettuce and the price that lettuce 
fetches when transformed into a salad on Broadway." 
When beef is selling for ten cents a pound on the hoof, it 
seems exorbitant for the diner in a restaurant to pay at 
the rate of $3 a pound for his steak. True, the consumer 
is paying for service, in each instance; but is he paying 
too much, especially in the case of electric power? 


The discussion of this subject has become national, al- 


most over night. Out of the discussion we may get the 
truth.

SERVICE BEFORE POLITICS 


"Accordingly, three and one-half years ago, on taking up my 


new duties as manager of the state's affairs, I resolved that in 
the governor's office there should be no politics in the cheaper 
and more common acceptance of that term. I determined that 
in making appointments I should build no political fences, but 
that every state employee should be chosen solely on the basis 
of his ability to render service to the state. 


"I resolved also to be my own governor, responsible for my 


own acts, and determined that no act of mine should be dictated 
by the insistence of personal friends, or selfish private interest, 
or the domination of political bosses in any section of the state. 


"I am claiming no credit for this attitude toward my work, 


for it is the natural and proper attitude for anyone to take who 
regards the governorship as a business management rather than 
a political office. • 


"For three and a half years I have given the very best that 


is in me. I have acquainted myself with the manifold problems 
of the state; and I am happy to hear it said that I have helped 
to solve many of them, while others are in the process of solu- 
tion. 


"I have sought to be the governor of the whole state, and in 


pursuance of that aim, have from the very first found it neces- 
sary to spend a large portion of my time in various parts of 
Southern California. Through what I have thus learned as to 
its needs, I have felt justified in seeing the south secure, during 
the four years of my administration, more in the way of ma- 
terial benefits than in any preceding eight years of the state's 
hdstoryi 


REORGANIZATION 


"The present state administration has brought about a com- 


plete reorganization of the state government into departmental 
activities, widely recognized as the most efficient and*Tjusiness- 
ike of any state in the union. 


"Partly through this and partly through most rigid econo- 


mies, the percentage of increase in general state expenditures 
is now the lowest in the state's history; while careful business 
management has during these four years increased our general 
rund surplus in the state treasury by no less than $6,000,000. 


"We are building in every section of the state the finest 


system of highways ever constructed in a like period in any 
portion of the world. The interests of agriculture have been 
advanced in many ways, with the generous co-operation of 
President Hoover, we are making our first comprehensive study 
of the state's water resources, looking toward a permanent solu- 
tion of our vitally important water problems. 


"By reconciling differences between metropolitan and agri- 


cultural interests, we have helped to secure the united Cali- 
?ornia which was necessary to a united congress in the construc- 
ion of Boulder dam. 


HUMAN ELEMENT 


"Meanwhile the humanitarian achievements of the past four 


years have been even more outstanding than out material pro- 
gress. It has been a period of our greatest advancement in 
matters of public education. 


"Our various state institutions have reached their highest 


efficiency, and their employees have been giving an eight-hour 
day, in place of the twelve-hour grind which formerly prevailed. 


"A new state hospital is about to be built in Southern Cali- 


fornia, as well as a new penal institution for women; and another 
for young offenders, thus for the first time permitting their se- 
gregation from older and more hardened criminals. Our first 
real study in unemployment problems is being made, and a 
splendid program of labor legislation has been adopted, fair 
both to labor and to employer. State aid has for the first time 
been extended to the indigent aged and to the needy bund, thus 
relieving the counties from their sole responsibility for this 
burden. 


WORKING QUIETLY' 


"All these, and hundreds of other similar achievements have 


marked the present state administration. This work has gone 
on quietly and steadily, each portion of it known to the limited 
group directly concerned or interested, and most of it undoubt- 
edly escaping the notice of our people as a whole. 


"There has been nothing spectacular about it, nothing the- 


atrical, nothing seeking the front page headlines of our news- 
papers, but a steady, constant endeavor on the part of every 
state department to render to the people of California a maxi- 
mum of service at a minimum of expense. 


As to whether this has been done, it is fortunately not neces- 


sary to take my word or the word of anyone else. The accom- 
plishments in state government during the past four years are 
public records and speak for themselves. 


"Within the past two weeks I have attended the conference 


of governors which has recently met in Salt Lake City. While 
there I learned a great deal about present economic conditions 
in all portions of the United States. There is no doubt that the 
country as a whole is just now going through a cycle of in- 
dustrial depression, which has been recurrent now and again 
through all her history. 


"What interested me particularly, however, was a confirma- 


tion of my previous belief that California is industrially and 
agriculturally and financially in a sounder condition than pos- 
sibly any other state in the union. We are not on any crest of 
a wave of prosperity—far from it. Neither are we in the 
trough of the economic wave. In my opinion, reached through 
fairly wide observation and study, we are emerging from the 
trough and rising toward the cresl. 


TIME FOR THOUGHT 


"At all events, I believe that every business man and every 


laboring man and every other man or woman who appreciates 
the vital importance of sound and stable conditions in our state, 
would agree this is a time for sober and constructive though! 
rather than for emotionalism or radicalism in state government. 


"I feel very certain that a stable government which wins the 


confidence of the people, which is just and fair to all citizens and 
all interests, which keeps its feet firmly planted on the ground, 
and which refuses to chase after rainbows, has a great deal to 
do with general sound economic conditions within our state and 
with the consequent comparative prosperity of its people. Such 
is the kind of a government I have been striving to maintain 
since assuming my present office, and I should like to think 
that this is one of the reasons why California today, though it 
has not escaped the general economic depression, is at the same 
time far more prosperous than almost any of her sister states 


GREAT MIGRATION 


"While California, in comparison with other states, has been 


maintaining a fairly sound economic stability and growth, she 
has during the last ten years achieved a growth in population 
which can be matched nowhere else in the world. 


"California's population growth has nearly all come to u; 


within the last thirty years. Up to 1900 we had by slow degree! 
reached a population of 1,485,000 people. Since 1900,. that pop 
ulation has increased almost four-fold, until we have become 
one of the half-dozen really large states of the union. 


"Los Angeles county alone is nearly 50 per cent more popu 


lous than was the entire state 30 years ago, and has increased 
during the past ten years almost 135 per cent. The state has i 
a whole gained during these ten years at the rate of over 64 


per cent, as compared with Michigan, the next most rapidly 
growing state, where the percentage of increase was less than 
half as large. 


REAPPORTIONMENT 


"This means much to California in a political way, for it will 


mean the addition of no less than nine members to her repres- 
entation in congress and nine electoral votes in the choice of 
president and vice-president. 


"When the recent reapportionment bill was passed, it was 


conceded that California would gain six new congressmen, 
Michigan four, others one or two; while the more slowly grow- 
ing states would lose enough to furnish this number, the size 
of the congress remaining unchanged. But when the census re- 
turns came in, it was found that while Michigan had just about 
made her anticipated gain, California had overtopped predic- 
tions by more than 850,000. 


"I want to go on record as insisting that these new congress- 


men must be apportioned strictly on the basis of population, and 
shall make it my business to see that the legislative reapportion- 
ment bill strictly follows the constitution in that regard. This 
will of course mean that most of the new congressional dele- 
gation will come from south of the Tehachepi, but this is only a 
fair result, of Southern California's enormous growth. 


"For a number of years our state department of finance has 


been preparing a chart forecasting the population gain in Cali- 
fornia from year to year. It is interesting to note from the 
present census that the department underestimated, but by less 
than two-thirds of one per cent. According to our chart, if our 
predictions are as accurate ten years from now as they have 
seen this year, California in 1940 will have a population nearly 
5,750,000, and will be one of the two or three largest states of 
;he Union. Indeed, there are many listening in tonight who will 
ive to see our state surpass every other in point of population, 
:or the saturation point of a state like New York will be reached 
long before it is reached in California. 


TEN-YEAR PROGRAM 
" 


"All this means tremendous responsibilities and problems in 


the conduct of state government. Recognizing the enormous 
[rowth of the state and the necessity of preparation for that 
jrowth, our present state administration has wprked out a ten- 
year program, both for the development of our highways and 
the necessary buildings in our state hospitals, teachers' colleges, 
•eformatories, prisons and the like. 


"From experience of the past, we have charted the probable 


population of each of our state institutions for any given time 
luring the next ten years. We have collaborated with the 
leads of these various institutions to find just the order of nec- 
essity for each, as to their building program—just what building 
will be most necessary two years from now, just what will be 
the requirements in four years, in six, in eight, in ten. Thus we 
are putting up no building not absolutely essential at the time 
of its erection, and we are making each hew building fit into.the 
general scheme, rather than follow out the haphazard, hit-or- 
miss plan of years gone by. Within the next four years it is my 
desire to perfect this ten-year building plan, thereby providing 
ideal housing for all our state institutions, and through this 
system of long-time planning, actually saving the state many 
millions of dollars."

Local Visitors in Orient 


Hie following letter has been; sent 


ht» the Argus by Mrs. Mary M. Co- 
jnuun, who with four other Covina

Miyanashita, Japan. 


About ten Saturday morning we 


ran into Yokohama harbor, but had 


>• to stop outside the quarantine sta- 
tion Until we had been physically 
inspected officially—a mere matter 
of form—-and had.our passports ex- 
amined and stamped. What luggage 
was to be taken ashore during our 
stay had to be1 inspected superficial- 
ly, but the suitcases, cameras ^and 
books had to be stamped "passed." 


While we were waiting just off the

As the 
census gives California a population 
of approximately 5,600,000 people 
this means that there are two moto 
vehicles in the state for every 2.

Significance of Linked 


S's in Mayoralty Chain 


The golden chain made of linked 


S's has been used by London's chief 
magistrate for nearly 400 years. 
The existing chain was bequeathed 
to the mayoralty in 1545 by Sir 
Joh'n Aleyn, who had himself .been 
lord mayor 20 years earlier, and 
was worn for the first time by Sir 
William Laxton in 1546, Sir John 
Aleyn's bequest took its curious 
form by reason of the popularity of 
the "S" design in Tudor times, 
when, together with the Tudor rose, 
It was the cognizance of the royal 
house. 
But long- before that the 


"S" was a religious symbol, at a 
time when , the universal piety 
caused every piece of Jewelry to 
convey some heavenly significance.lt 
is the initial letter of Sanctus, or 
.holy, which starts the hymn, "Sanc- 
tus, Sanctus, Sanctus," chanted by 
the priest in celebrating mass. From 
this the "S" came to be regarded as 
an emblem of the Savior.

The ancient Romans were great 


road builders and were most active 
between the Second and Fourth cen- 
turies after Christ. These roads 
were universally straight and va- 
ried In width from eight to fifteen 
feet, going over hill and valley in 
spite of grades. 
Soldiers, slaves 


and criminals were employed in the 
construction of these highways, the 
durability of which is shown by the 
fact that, in some cases, they have 
sustained the traffic for 2,000 years 
without material Injury. The Ro- 
man forum is said to have been the 
point of convergence of 24 roads, 
which, with branches, had a total 
length of 52,904 Roman miles. The 
Romans are said to have ,learned 
the art of road building from the 
'Carthaginians.

Then, over a rushing 
torrent is the sacred bridge of bril- 
liant red lacquer, with occasional 
tips of brass.

Business Instruction 


to Be Given at High 


School Nexf Term 


V" 


A new course of instruction for 


adults interested in the mercantile 
business will be offered this winter 
at the high school, according to H. 
G. Nichols, secretary of the Covina 
Business Men's association. Dr. W. 
D.^Moriarty, dean of the school of 
merchandising at U. S. C., will come 
to Covina to conduct the course. 
Meetings will be held two evenings 
each week according to the plan, Dr. 
Moriarty instructing one and an as- 
sistant presiding over the other. 


Thru the efforts of Nichols, the 


dean will probably address the busi- 
ness men next Thursday evening, 
August 21st," on "Certificates of 
Competence" as a forerunner of the 
extension course to be presented 
later. That Covina is fortunate in 
securing Dean Moriarty to instruct 
these classes is proved by his wide 
reputation as an authority on busi- 
ness methods and 
merchandising 


plans, and by his long acquaintance 
among local residents, among them 
Sam Stead, who'remembers the dean 
as an instructor several years ago. 


Between thirty and 
thirty-five 


business men should enroll to make 
the plan successful, according to 
Nichols, A fee of $10 will be charged 
for the entire course, 
including 


books 
and 
necessary 
reference. 


Among matters of local interest 


that will be discussed is the .layout, 
management, and selling plan of the 
ideal grocery storet Such a store is 
now in operation in Jacksonville, 
Florida, as a result of research and 
activity on the part of the national 
retail credit association and the de- 
partment of commerce, Washington, 
D. C. The model store met with 
complete success, and some forty 
other grocery establishments 
are 


modeling their places after it in the 
Florida city. Buying, methods of ad- 
vertising, layout and decoration, 
credit problems, store policy, and 
hundreds of other invaluable sub- 
jects of interest to every live busi- 
nessman in Covina are to be taken 
up in the course. 


Many Covinans who have at 


tended classes at U. S. C. will no 
doubt remember Dean Moriarty al 
that institution. Most of Covina's 
college people seem to prefer U. S 
C. to U. C. L. A. for some reason or 
other, perhaps because of Coach 
Newman's affiliations with that uni 
versity. 


With increasing acreage in citrus 


anjjl deciduous fruits over the Co- 
vina valley every ,-year and with 
ever-increasing population demand- 
ing a larger supply of water for ir- 
rigating and home purposes, w_e are 
now facing a new problem. The San 
Gabriel Valley Protective associa- 
tion, with offices in Whittier, is at- 
tacking the situation in a new en- 
deavor to conserve the waters of the 
San Gabriel valley. 


It will be many years before the 


completion of any of the large dam 
projects, therefore it is of utmost 
importance that we conserve the 
supply that we now have. 


The flow of natural river water 


from the Sierra Madre mountains to 
the north, as directed thru Edison 
company 
canals 
to 
distributing 


points for local irrigation, is now 
supplying less than one-third of the 
necessary volume used by fruit 
growers of this district, according to 
authorities. The remaining two- 
thirds is pumped every year from 
the ground. The Covina Irrigating 
company began pumping last month, 
after the river supply became too 
small to supply the demand. Ordin- 
arily the heaviest demand for irri- 
gation water is felt in June and 
July, just the time of the year when 
the river flow is smallest. , 


Altho a small flow is still coming 


from the mountains, at present it is 
only 1200 miner's inches, or 24 cubic 
feet of water per second. This is be- 
ing used in the northern part of the 
district, but well water must be used 
to supply-other-localities. 
: 


The mountain supply is taken 


from a point nine miles north of 
Azusa, is carried thru the Edison 
company ditch and pipe line until 
lust above Azusa, where it drops 
400 feet, giving it 175 pounds pres- 
sure, used for generating power thru 
ive turbines. Just beyond the tur- 
bines is the first point of diversion-- 
of the water stream, 27 per cent go- 
ing to the west side (Duarte) and 
the balance going to the east—to the 
Covina Irrigating company, the Azu- 
sa Irrigation company, the Azusa 
Agricultural Water company, Vos- 
burg and MacNeil, and the Contract 
Water company. 


The east side ditch is again divid- 


ed at a point about a mile and a half 
below the first (east and we'St) di- - 
vision, one way supplying the Co- 
vina and Contract companies and 
the other way supplying the Azusa 
Irrigating company. The Rainbow 
Angling club also uses water from 
the Azusa ditch for its lake, stocked 
with five thousand trout. 


The average amount of irrigating 


water used by individual growers 
was two and four-tenths feet cover- 
age per acre in 1929. Trees from ten 
years older require from twenty- 
fom' to thirty-six inches coverage 
per acre per season, according to 
the size of the tree and soil condi- 
tions. Approximately twelve inches 
of natural rain is added to this 
amount during the whiter months, 
altho artificial irrigation continues 
thruout the year. 


Naturally, with development of 


trees now planted and addition: of 
hundreds of new trees every season, 
the demand for water is increasing 
steadily. And with only a certain 
amount coming from the river in the 
summer months and pumping plants 
working to capacity, conservation of 
water is the only answer.
